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TRIANGLE AND 
METRO MERGER 
IS CONSIDERED 
A POSSIBILITY 


Re ‘ent Changes in Two Cor- 
* porations Revive Reports 


Consolidation of the Two With 
: Paramount and Artcraft 


Believed by Film Authorities 
To Be Final Outcome 


. 
New York, May 28.—In the Triangle 
#ilm Corporation shakeup of the past 
Week, which resulted in the ousting of 
W. W. Hodkinson from the presidency 
and Raymond Pawley from the office 
of treasurer, and the election of 
Stephen A. Lynch, the Southern pic- 
ture magnate, to head the concern, 
and: im the reorganization of Metro 
Pictures Corporation, with an increase 
in capitalization of from $400,000 to 
$2,600,000, those on the inside tn film 
cycles see the forerunner of the long- 
threatened merger between Triangle 
and Metro. with possibly a consolida- 
tion of these two with the Paramount 
and Arteraft distributing concerns. 
Roth deals have been hanging fire for 
Sime weeks, but it was not until a few 
days ago that the details of the new 
Triangle arrangement. or the Metro 
reorganization, were allowed to be- 
come public property. 
Mr. Lynch, who is owner‘of the 8S. 
A. Lynch Enterprises, has purchased 
the Hodkinson holdings, giving him a 
controlling interest in the Triangle 
concern, At the election held late Fri- 
day night and continuing until Satur- 
day morning Lynch was chosen presi- 
dent, ©. E. Holeomb was named vice- 
president, Fred W. Kent succeeds 
Pawley as treasurer and Frederick L. 
Collins, ef McClure Pictures, named 
secretary. R. W. France. acting gen- 
fral manager of Triangle. remains as 
a director, but will give up his active 
harticipation in the affairs of the con- 
cern. 
The Triangle reorganization followed 
the recent increase in capitalization to 
$3,000,000. 
In announcing its reorganization 
Metro states that its capital increase 
was made for the purpose of prepar- 
ing for larger enterprises and greater 
Activity. The entire new stock issue 
vas subscribed wholly by the Metro 
interests, and there will be no stoek 
issued to the general public. There is 
ho change in the list of Metro officers. 
In the reineorporation Metro Pic- 
tures Corporation takes over the in- 
terests of all of its subsidiaries, incInd- 
ing Rolfe Photoplays, Inec., Columbia 
Pictures Corporation and Popular 
‘vs end Players, Inc., with the

Association Holds Annual 
Meeting and Election 


Conferences With Managers 
Are Now Under Way 


Definite Decision Regarding 
Contracts Expected Shortly 


New York, May 28.—At annual 
meeting of Actors’ Equity Association 
this afternoon all of the old officers 
and seven of the twelve councilmen 
were re-elected for the ensuing year, 
five new names being chosen for the 
councilmanic positions, the list fol- 
lowing: President, Francis Wilson; 
vice-president, Pruce McRae: corre- 
sponding secretary. Howard Kyle; 
recording secretary, Grant Stewart; 
treasurer, Richard A. Purdy; council- 
men, Edmund Preese, Berton Church- 
ill, Herbert Corthell, Will J. Deming, 
Scott Welsh, Charles DPD. Coburn, Ed- 
ward J. Connelly, Frank Craven, Harry 
Harwood, Frank Mills. Grant Mitchell 
and Edward H. Sothern, the tirst five 
named being new members. 

It was voted with a solitary negative 
vote to invest $1,000 of the association 
funds in Liberty Bonds. Much of the 
meeting was given over to the report- 
ing of officers on the progress made 
with reference to affiliation with the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
with the new equitable contract with 
the managers. 


As matters now stand the associa- 
tion is no nearer affiliating with the 
American Federation of Labor than 
it was a year ago: in fact, at the last 
conference held in February, it was 
made known to the A. F. of L. repre- 
sentatives that the association was 
formed and kept active primarily for 
the purpose of securing a just and 
equitable contract for its members 
from the managers, and that it would 
keep right on with this work. 

Regarding the negotiations with 
the managers it was reported at to- 
day's meeting that actual conferences 
with the managers are already under 
way, and that possibly within the next 
couple of weeks a definite decision 
will have been reached. 

It was reported that thirty mem- 
bers of the association had died dur- 
ing the last vear,. among them Edward 
R. Mawson, former member of the 
association council. 

At the conclusion of Secretary 
Kvle’s report, and at his suggestion, 
the entire assemblage stood and gave 
the silent toast for the departed 
ones.

BIG BRONX EXPOSITION 


H. F. McGarvie Secures Co-Operation of United 
States Officials and Also Submits Tentative 
Plans for Great Red Cross Fund Fair 


New York, May 28.—The co-opera- 
tion of the United States Government 
in the plans for the Bronx Interna- 
tional Exposition, to be held beginning 
next May, practically is assured, ac- 
cording to H. F. McGarvie, president 
of the exposition, who has just re- 
turned from a trip to Washington. 
Mr. McGarvie announces that the di- 
rector of the Bureau of Mines of the 
Department of the Interior had given 
him positive assurances that this de- 
partment would be represented with 
a most comprehensive exhibit of up- 
to-date life saving devices and life 
saving methods as they are taught by 
the Government’s “safety first’ de- 
partment to the mine operators and 
operatives thruout the United States. 
As this is a most important branch in 
the development of the mineral re- 
sources of the country it readily can 
be seen that it will be a most interest- 
ing exhibit, aside from the fact that it 
is an official Government exhibit, and 
was on view in the Government sec- 
tion of the Exposition at San Fran- 
cisco. 

While Mr. McGarvie was in Wash- 
ngton he also submitted to H. P. 
tavidson, of J. P. Morgan & Company, 
who is now the chairman of the Red 
Cross Society’s War Council, which re- 
cently was appointed by President 
\ilson, an offer to give the Red Cross 
“oelety the use of the _ exposition 

rounds during the late summer for a 
big Red Cross Fund Fair. The plans 
© bmitted by Mr. MeGarvie do not ad- 
r-‘t of the holding of a mere bazaar, 
which often develops into a “money 
or your life” affair, altho provision is 
made, in case of the participation of 
the allied war relief societies, for the 
building of a street of the nations, 
representing interesting and widely- 
known spots in London, Paris, Petro- 
grad, Rome, Tokio, ete.

pany by the Sheriff Street Land & Im- 
provement Company. A clause in the 
lease demands that at the expiration 
of the present lease, May 31, 1920, a 
new building costing at least $100,000 
must be erected. The present lease 
is held by A. F. Hartz, Cleveland rep- 
representative for Klaw & Erlanger. 

The present Opera House was built 
in 1893 by the late Senator Marcus A. 
Hanna, who held the land under a 
fifty-vear lease. He later acquired the 
fee to the land, which was turned over 
December 24, 1911, by his son, Dan R. 
Hanna, to Nat C. Wright and Harry 
Thalheimer, of the Sheriff Street Im- 
provement Company. The new lessees 
will pay $12,200 a year rental until 
the Klaw & Erlanger lease expires, 
after which it will pay $22,000 a year 
for 99 years, with option to renew at 
$24,000 for 99 years more. There is 
also a clause to purchase before May 
3, 1920, at $385.000, or for $400,000 
within five years from date.

New York, May 26.—In view of the fact that 
the Columbia Amusement Co, refused to issue an 
authoritative statement as to how the shows 
finished on the No. 1 Cireuit The Billboard re- 
frains from publishing a list of leaders. There 
has been no end of talk during the ._past week 
as to the relative positions of the various shows, 
and one publication went so far as to publish 
a list of leaders, which was not correct. As a 
matter of fact the show that was given first 
place did not carry off that honor, and the show 
that did seems to be lost in the shuffle. 

The Columbia Circuit officials maintain that 
the publication of the order in which shows fin- 


ished accomplishes ne real good and causes a 
whole lot of dissension. Whether it would or 
not is a question, but one thing is certain and 
that is that the various managers and producers 
freely pass the lie when it comes to telling of 
the business they did and how their shows fin- 
ished. 

During the past week the statement published 
by The Billboard as to how the shows finished 
on the No. 2 was questioned by a prominent 
burlesque man, who said that the producer of a 
certain show which was net mentioned among 
the leaders had assured him that his show 
played to the biggest gross business of the sea- 
son and finished first on the No, 2 Circuit. Of- 
ficial figures are accessible at the office of the 
American Circuit, and the writer happens to 
know that more than fifteen shows finished ahead 
of the show whose producer claimed first place 
in maximum business for the ‘season.

Important newspapers thruout the country in 
increasing numbers are making strenuous ef- 
forts to purge their advertising columns of false 
and misleading statements, As yet the re- 


formers have not visited their wrath upon the 
theatrical advertisement, for despite the absurd 
and glowing claims that so often flourish therein 
advertising managers believe that the public has 
learned to take the press agent's picturesque 
extravagance with a grain of salt, if not as 
a work of art. 

Harmless as managerial enthusiasm may be 
when translated into press agent's adjectives 
there can be no mistaking that there is often 
injected into paid-for theatrical announcements 
downright misstatement of fact. The length of 
metropolitan runs, the cost of productions, the 
cast and other important items are frequently 
lied about. In time the advocates of purer ad- 
vertisement will pounce upon these lies, with a 
result that theatrical advertisement, as a whole, 
will be branded as unreliable. Even if this 
fatal hour be long deferred it would repay the 
manager to forestall it in fairness, not only 
to his competitors, but also to the theater in 
which his attraction plays, to the standards of 
his business and to himself. 


Unfortunately, individuals cannot accomplish 
much in this line of endeavor. If the producer 
of a tawdry, tinselly musical comedy that cost 
some twelve or fifteen thousand dollars to stage 
and that employs say fifteen principals and a 
chorus of twenty-four is permitted to herald his 
wares with the statement that he is offering 
a $50,000 production, with 80 people, the manager 
of a big spectacular production that follows later 
may be justified, in self-defense, or perhaps 
may even be compelled to state that his is a 
#100,000 production, with 200 people, even 
though his salary sheet may know but eighty 
names and his production bills may not have 
reached one-half the total that he claims. And 
if this manager feels compelled to indulge In 
such exaggeration there is nothing left for the 
man with a bona-fide $100,000 production but 
to make the absurd claim that he has spent a 
million, 


Not that this matters essentially. People do 
not go to see plays because they have cost 
money to produce. The fact that money has 
been spent, even in large amounts, does not 
necessarily insure splendor or effectiveness, 
though, of conrse, it is some sort of guarantee 
of the producer’s faith in his proposition as an 
attraction sufficiently pleasing and entertaining 
to bring returns on an unusually big investment. 
Rot there are things that matter. Ridiculous 
as it may seem to some the length of a New 
York run matters. It matters a lot. 

The length of a New York run is one of the 
few gauges by which a road audience can 
measure the effectiveness of a play as enter- 
tainment. We all know of playe we thought 
were good that failed miserably in New York 
and plays we disliked thorely that ach'eved 
long and prosperous runs. Yet the fact re- 
mains that the plays that failed were unable to 
furnish sufficient entertainment to the public 
at large to attract it in sufficiently large num 
bers to continue the run profitably, while those 
that ran on offered amusement that most people 
considered worth the price charged for sents. 
And if we consider the drama as the ontgrowth 
of a spontaneous effort of the people fo amuse 
themselves, drama that snceceeds in amusing ts 
good and drama that does not Is not. 


From time to time a New York run is forced: 
that Is it is continued after the period when it 
has ceased to show a profit, In the hene that 
its resultant business on the road may fustify 
the losses thus incurred. The bulk of the road 
business, however, is secured In the week stands, 
in which a really profitable business fx dependent 
both on a good start and a maintenance or in- 
crease of receipts to the end. A play that does 
not furnish the requisite entertainment will not 
enjoy that maintenance or increase, even tho 
it may get off to a good start. Human nature 
being about the game the country over few plays 
Will please fn first-class cities If they failed to 
Mease In New York, so that the mans¢er who 
fumbled on impressing the road by forcing a 
New York run seldom wins his bet. 

With the New York run, then, constituting a 
‘ort of chemical analysis of a play's pleasing 
properties, it Is manifestly unfair to those pro 
ductions which have enjoyed metropolitan favor 
'» permit plays that have had six and efght- 
week sojourns In the big city to claim the con 
ventional “six months’ run.’? There have been 
cases where trnth has been juggled to such an 
extent that an attraction that opened in New 
York Christmas week and ran three or four 
weeks Into the sneceeding calendar year, braz 


enly announeed that it was “fresh from a two. 


year run on Broadway.” 
mildly. 


Fresh is putting it 


The man who suffers most from this sort of 
misrepresentation is the manager of the local 
theater who shares in the receipts of all at- 
tractions that come to his house. It is he who 
is responsible to the local newspapers for the 
appearance of the advertisements, and to his 
public for the reliability of the statements 
printed. It is he who suffers week after week 
if the publie that has been ‘“‘bunked’ loses 
faith in his subsequent premises. It is he, 
therefore, who should undertake to censor the 
claims that visiting attractions ask him te 
make, The task should net be difficult. The 
“big fellows,”’ whom he may fear to offend, 
seldom make false claims, and would profit 
by the modification of the extravagant state- 
ments of their lesser competitors. 

Of the misstatements as to the personnel of 
the touring casts many are excusable. The 
press agent, distributing advertising copy, trav- 
els, as a rule, two weeks in advance of his or- 
ganization, Often he is out of touch with that 
body. Changes necessarily occur at short notice. 
The acting manager, back with the show, takes 
due care that the program recognizes such 
changes that may occur, otherwise he may be 
called upon to face riot and mutiny behind the 
eurtain line. But there his province ends, for 
the paid advertisements are in charge of the 
man two weeks ahead, And the public that ex- 
pects to see John Doe, and instead is confronted 
with the equally able Richard Roe, neverthe- 
less feels cheated and imposed upon. 

The theatrical advertisements in New York 
papers are, of course, fairly free from the 
misstatement as to length of run, save for the 
common practice ef figuring by calendar monthe. 
The play that opened on October 31 habitually 
announces its third month on December 1, re- 
gardless of the fact that its New York stay 
is less than five weeks’ old. As a rule New 
York theatrical advertising is regarded as a 
directory for the convenience of the playgver, 


and its chief fault is that it is uninteresting. 
The press agent has not yet developed the in 
genuity in display advertising that he shows 
in his bid for unpaid-for publicity. Yet, even 
in New York, his extravagance is often amusing. 
Early in the season the advertisement of the 
first dozen plays to be produced is sure to 
bring a laugh. Among them you are pretty cer 
tain to find at least four that announce ‘“‘the 
first real success of the season,’ two more that 
claim “the only real hit of the season,’ and 
two or three that claim to be “‘the laughing hit 
of the season.’ The play that is sure to out- 
last all these first, only and laughing hits 
usually has the suallest ad of the let. It con- 
tains no claims whatsoever. Its success is so 
real and tickets are selling so far in advance 
that money spent in immediate advertising is 
money thrown away, and the advertising ap- 
propriation is properly saved until the impetus 
of the hit begins to wane and advertising 
shows profit on its cost. 


The playwright, anxious to do his bit for 
his country, might begin by devising plots, the 
action of which is advanced chiefly thru female 
characters. As it is, convenience and tradi 
tion have so ordered it that at least seventy 
per cent of the characters of non-musieal plays 
eall for men, tho the state of the market usua! 
ly shows more capable actresses than actors in 
the fleld. 

Under any circumstances there is bound to be 
a large army of actresses without work next 
season. This suggests another way in which 
the profession may help out Unele Sam. Sev 
eral box-office men of the writer's acquaintance 
have expressed a willingness to head the call 
to arms, modified by a fear that they would find 
their present jobs usurped when the war is over. 
Why not, then, let some of the associations 
of actresses train a certain number of their 
members for temporary box-office work, and let 
them offer to send as substitutes such of these

CHAUTAUQUA UNMALIGNED 


Commenting upon Miss Ida M. Tarbell’s fine 
article in The Atlantic, The Boston Transcript 
of May 12 says editorially: 

“If one were obliged to stir the whitened ash- 
es of Mr. Bryan’s fame he would expect to dis- 
cover at least one live coal left in the lot. The 
heat of a thousand Chautauqua speeches does not 
cool overnight. No matter how little the Ne- 
braskan knew of world-politics, surely the Chau- 
taugua owes him a debt for the publicity which 
he gave it. So one would argue. But he can- 
not be so sure about it, after reading what Miss 
Ida Tarbell bas to say in the current issue of 
The Atlantic. The picture she draws of the 
Chautauqua suggests that Mr. Bryan’s connection 
with it only confirmed among Eastern minds mis- 
taken impressions already prevalent. The mani- 
fest absurdity that a Secretary of State should 
go wandering over its circuits drew away much 
of the credit which we might well have been giv- 
ing all the while to the institution itself. Asa 
matter of fact it is not a thing of bell-ringers 
and Tyrolese yodelers, nor yet of trained dogs 
and vaudeville companies, as Miss Tarbell her- 
self came to know in the course of six weeks 
spent on its stages, Chautauqua week brings 
to towns marooned in the West a cargo by them 
considered as precious as a shipload of books 
might have been to the Pilgrim Fathers of 1620, 
and perhaps in truth of more eloquent value. 

“*It brings us new things to think about, to 
talk about,’ many people said to Miss Tarbell. 
The women of the towns have been preparing 
for months for Chautauqua week; all their house- 
hold work has been so planned, and so much as 
possible despatched bHeforehand that they can at- 
tend all the sessions without interruption. As 
for the men of a farming community, or of an 
industrial center, they, too, look on Chautauqua 
as their nearest possible approach to a real vaca- 
tion. ‘Round about the audience tent are cot- 
tages, inhabited for Chautauqua week only by 
men and women who come from distant points 
of the country. But it is the earnestness and 
seriousness of the people’s attendance, more than 
the holiday-making, which impresses the visitor 
when he passes within the clean, well-ordered and 
tented grounds of Chautauqua. The entertain- 
ments and music included in the programs are 
grateful features, but the educational lectures 
and discussions are of central importance. 

“A Little Look at the People Miss Tarbell has 
called the article which sets forth these things, 
and the title suggests what makes her writing 
at this time of most significance. Shouting and 
acclaim of America’s cause we have had, but the 
question searching men’s hearts is this: ‘What 
of the shouters? Are they really prepared to 
stand to the end? Are their shouts promises to 

pay in sacrifice and determination? Miss Tar- 
bell’s article helps one to feel convinced that they 
are. Beneath it all, in this tour of six weeks 
among forty-nine Western towns, she found an 
undercurrent of determined dignity, of willing- 
ness to see any good American cause thru to the 
end, which was most reassuring.’’

The report of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission shows that during 
July, August and September of 1916 
but two passengers were killed on the 
250,000 miles of railroads in this vast 
country of ours. 

This demonstrates conclusively that 
railroad travel is growing safer every 
year. 

The improvement in this respect 
dates from the time the roads first be- 
gan to insist upon sobriety on the part 
of train crews. 

As the rules in regard to drinking 
were gradually made more and more 


stringent the casualties 
and fewer. 

Readers of The Billboard are con- 
stant travelers. In all probability 
their mileage averages higher than 
that of any other class save that of 
railroad crew men and traveling 
agents, so they have an additional mo- 
tive for boosting for prohibition, 
which not only makes for better show 
country, but greater safety to life and 
limb. 

Why is this not an excellent time to 
try out nationwide prohibition? 

Let us experiment with it for the 
duration of the war and thus help 
conserve the visible food supply and 
obtain much valuable light on the ad- 
visability of national prohibition be- 
sides.

One of our readers wants to know if judges 
at contests always sok over bronk ridefs’ sad- 
dles just before rider mounts to see that the 
stirrup leathers are not fixed, either ahead or 
thru the cinch ring, thereby, in a sense, hold- 
ing the stirrup, stirrup leather and fenders 
from working backhwand and forward with a 
free motion; also if judges always note that 
all riders do not have some of the saddle strings 
tied up in such a manner so that they can 
sometimes reach down easy like and catch the 
string unnoticed to get their balance. The 
writer of the letter claims these things are an 
infringement of any rules where it is supposed 
to be a “slick” bronk riding contest. Never 
personally bav.ng had the donor of acting as 
au judge in a bronk riding contest, I will ask 
some of our bronk-rwling judge readers to send 
in their opinions. Adios.—ROWDY WADDY.

“J have your letter of recent date with refer- 
ence to the dates of the 1917 War Bonnet 
Round-Up.

Second—Arrangements 
to be made so that dates conflictng may not 
occur. Third—To form a set of rules so every 
event would be governed the same as baseball 
and would be known as the North Amer can 
liound-Up rules. Fourth—Lady hobbie-stirrup 
riders either be engaged on a salary basis or be 
barred from the game. The latter I am in favor 
of, and the lady slick riders should be handled 
under the same rules as the men professional 
riders. If you give them any advantage give 
it in the way of one or two-reiu hackamore. 
ifth—My advice on this number, in the ladies’ 
relay race, the straight latigo and horses to be 
saddled or elastic cinches, or patent buckles, if 
they have to change saddles. You wll notice 
that the crowd is always more interested in the 
quick change of the saddle, and if you te the 
down to a latigo and they fungle it it will 
cause grief the same as a man booting a base- 
ball, Sixth—The exact amount of prize money 
to be advertised in advance of each and every 
event is good, Seventh—That it be announced 
in advance on the program what are competition 
and what are exhibition, that is good. Eighth 
—That the contestants elect their own judges. By 
no means would I be in favor of this. My 
epinion is three good, honest, reliable judzes 
for all events, and that the committee of arena 
director should go over every rule carefully with 
his judges and impress upon their minds what 
constitutes the points in each event. My ex- 
perience has been that the director has been at 
fault for judges, for the simple reason that 
there was not an understanding between the 
judges and director as to what const tuted a 
cool vide, ete. Ninth—The shipping of stoe 
should be left up to the association to make 
urrangenents With the party owning the stock, 
and, should any owner of stock not fulfill his 
agreement with the association, be should be 
harred from any other associations in the United 
States. Tenth — All committees = should 
agree on aeset of rules and enforce

The art- 
traction is under the capable direction of 
Messrs. Kirk and Hickson, of the Star Theater, 
St. Paul, 


One of the most interesting shows offered is 
the Palace of Illusions. Several very elabvrate- 
ly constructed illusions of a new calibre were 
shown to good crowds. The Monkey Circus 
delighted the women and children, and was 
crowded all evening. As a side-show attraction 
Bennett’s 10-in-1 seemed to be the big favorite, 
One of the acts, called Worko, advertised as 
the greatest problem of the age, drew heavy 
patronage. Bennett’s other acts include a 
tattooed man, with a copy of the Lord’s Prayer 
across his back; a fat lady (official figures say 
she weighs 585 pounds), and a human skeleton 
and excessive tobacco user.

Mrs. Lew Hoffman 1s 
doing the honors at collecting the nickels. The 
ferris wheel and motordrome, with Happy 
Loraine and Wesley Hampton as_ principal 
riders, both received a liberal share of patron- 
age, as did the big Athletic Stadium, featuring 
Leo Pardello, well-known wrestling expert, Mr. 
and Mrs, Book are with the sbow again, Mrs. 
Book selling tickets on the ferris wheel and 
her spouse as superintendent of the company. 


There are several other good-looking attrac- 
tions which the writer did not visit, owing to 
want of time, but, suffice to say, they are 
without doubt on a par with those already 
mentioned, and to describe everything in detail 
would require half a day and much valuabi 
Billyboy space.

VISIT PAID PARKER FACTORY 


By Colonel Rice and Captain Fulmer, 
of U. S. War Department 


It has just been learned that the U. S. War 
Department authorized Colonel Rice and Captain 
Fulmer (the latter's manual on infantry training 
has just been adopted by the War Department 
as the “‘standard’’) to call at the Parker fac- 
tory in Leavenworth relative to a_ training 
machine the Colonel has just invented and per- 
fected. 

For several months Chas, E, Morris, the me- 
chanical engineer and general supervisor of the 
Parker laboratories, has been working on a 
special contrivance specially adapted as a train- 
ing machine for recruits when there are com- 
pelled to practice markmanship in congested 
quarters. 

After the commission investigated the propo- 
sition they came to the conclusion that ‘‘this 
contrivance would be advantageous as a military 
ruse, in that it would permit the training of 
cadets with greater safety.” 

While at the home of Parker products both 
Colone! Rice and Captain Fulmer professed an 
unusual interest in the many new and up-to-date 
modern machines that were installed and 
operated in every department, turning out carry- 
us-alls, shooting galleries and monkey speed- 
Ways, several each of which were in operation 
when the commission called, and needless to say, 
they enjoyed watching the monkeys race around 
the big track. 

Since a Parker monkey speedway has been 
Installed at Fairmount Park all monkeys are 
being breken on this outfit before they are 
shipped out, and the Colonel, as well as pur- 
chasers, find this a most convenient opportunity 
of breaking their monkeys or else assuring them 
that the monkeys which are shipped are already 
broken. 

While no definite decision has been reached 
at Washington concerning the future of the new 
Parker training machine one hundred of these 
machines are new in course of construction, and 
Colonel Parker holds himself in readiness for @ 
quick trip to the capital at any moment.

It would become a 
one-man affair—one man to handle our business, 
receive our dues and draw a princely sulary 
for running the organization according to his 
own sweet will, and accountable to no one in 
particular, He, of course, would hold office for 
life, or during the life of illusory road local, 
waich probably would be briez. 

“In the name of all that’s sane and sober 
how could any such arrangement benefit us?

are worth. The good men would always get a 
little more, the same as now, and hold the 
best jobs.

there to hire men as cheaply as possible while 
collecting a fair salary from the musically 
ignorant manager, who pays for music, but gets 
noise.

No 
road Jocal can ever raise the price when the 
leaders themselves, or some of them, hold it 
down, As long as beginners are breaking into 
ithe business and are willing to work for little 
or nothing salaries are bound to be low, for 
such talent at least, If we should attempt to 
establish a uniform scale it would have a 
tendency to lower the saiaries of real musiclans 
in order to equalize with inferior ones. As we 
could not raise them to our standard we would, 
of course, have to drop down to theirs, or at 
least a middle strata somewhere between.

Nicholas M. Schenck Has Made 
Resort Atop the Hudson a 
Mecca for Amusernent 
Seekers 


New York, May 28.—Every indication points to 
a record-breaking season for the outdoor amuse- 
ment resorts strung alung the Atlantic Coast, the 
warm weather of the past week having brougat 
out thousands of amusement seekers to the va- 
..ous parks and resorts, 

Palisades Amusement Park enjoyed the largest 
attendance ever dwstinctive of an early season, 
with all the concessionaires reporting top money 
business of all resorts near New York. 

From an unpretentious picnic grove of a few 
years ago this playground, under the manage- 
ment of Nicholas M. Schenck, has grown to be 
one of the largest cities of amusement in the 
country. 

The first prominent attraction installed under 
Mr. Schenck’s management was a three-rail elec- 
tric roller coaster, which was a sensation to the 
thousands who delight in the thrills of a fast 
ride and the talk of the amusement worid. Sim- 
ultaneously with the completion of this ride the 
park launched on a career in which it has out- 
distanced all others. 

As soon as the news of the successful man- 
agerial efforts of Nicholas M. Schenck became 
known to men in the amusement business his 
services were eagerly sought. It was pointed out 
to him by one combination the increased ad- 
yantage of operating an amusement resort with 
sea bathing, and advised his considering guiding 
the destiny of a resort along the coast. Mr. 
Schenck refused to consider the proposition, but 
realized the advantage of ocean bathing with the 
result that the largest artificial pool in the world 
is in operation, with real sea water, a sandy 
beach, on which waves roll with a clock-like 
precision of the ocean itself. 

The wave machine in operation in this pool, an- 
invention of Mr. Schenck's, consists of pontoons, 
operated on an eccentric system driven by an 
electric motor. The park operates its own pump- 
ing station to lift the sea water into the pool, 
which is 500 feet above the level of the sea. 

The enormous business of last season taxed its 
capacity daily. This year the management has 
erected one thousand additional bath houses, 
double decking the equipment of other seasons.

WHY WAR SHOULD NOT AFFECT 
A SINGLE FAIR IN THE U. S. 


Pertinently Set Forth in Communications Received 
From Two Well-Known and Successful Fair 
Secretaries—Convincing Arguments That 
Fairs Should Be Held This Year 


That ine war will have little or no effect 
upon the fairs, and that it plainly is the patri- 
otic duty of fair associations to lend every 
effort toward stimulating interest in crop pro- 
duction and teaching food conservation by holding 
their fairs as usual, and making strenuous efforts 
to increase their efficiency in every department, 
seems to be the consensus of opinion of a uum- 
ber of leading fair secretaries who were asked 
by The Billboard for an expression on the sub- 
ject. 

In last week’s issue there appeared a letter 
from Secretary Albert Brown, of the New York 
State Fair, who advised that preparations were 
being made to give a larger and better exhibi- 
tion than ever before. 


In this issue we publish letters from Generat 
Manager George W. Dickinson, of the Michigan 
State Fair, and Secretary-Manager Harry C. 
Robert, of Georgia State Fair, whose opinions 
are well worth reading. 


Mr. Dickinson writes as follows: 


‘“‘More than ever before it is plainly our 
duty to hold the fair as the crowning event 
in the mighty food-preparedness campaign that 
is now under way in Michigan. 

“Our fair is the only Statewide institution that 
spans the gap between producer and consumer. 
Instead of calling off our fair for this year 
we are geing to do our best to make it an 
effective means of closing this gap. We are 
going to make it a sort of get-together aftair 
for all patriotic citizens of Michigan. It will 
be a rallying ground for the loyal farmers of 
Michigan who are devoting themselves to the 
task of doubling Michigan’s crop production. It 
will be an educational event for a half mi!llou 
or more consumers, who are eager to learn 
more about farming, and, incidentally, to learn 
that it is not the farmer who is responsible for 
the high prices of food. Also we will teach 
the consumers new processes of canning and 
preserving foods, as well as how to look out for 
trickery by unscrupulous dealers with foo:

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MANAGER'S EXPERIENCE ENGAGING A BOOZER 


Sidney, O., May 16, 1917. 
Editor The Billboard, 
Cincinnati, Ohio. 


Dear Sir--Since my letter of February 2 was published in your valuable paper much 
discussion seems to have arisen between the actors and managers over furnishing tickets 
to actors wishing to join a company. Some two or three weeks ago a letter appeared in 
The Billboard signed ‘‘A Subscriber,’’ who claims that the actor takes more chances in 
joining a company than a manager does in sending a ticket. Now to cite a case that 
occurred to me recently. 


An actor answered my ad in The Billboard and from the tone of his letters 1 
thought I was going to get a good man so I arranged a ticket for him from Green City, 
Mo., to Newark, O., which cost me $20.85, and instructed the agent to give him the 
ticket on receipt of his baggage checks. His trunk arrived in Newark with a ©. 0. D. 
tag for $4.84 for money borrowed in Green City. I lifted the trunk and when he ar 
rived 1 advanced him $18 cash, as he said he had not eaten for some time and also 
wanted to buy some necessaries. Well, he immediately proceeded to get drunk and stayed 
drunk and last Friday reported for rehearsals se drunk that he could not even read his 
part which we had rehearsed twice before. I asked him why he had not learned the 
part and he answered, “Didn't bave time."’ Well, he never opened with my show. I 
let him go right then and there and attached his trunk for the amount I had advanced 
him. The constable whe served the attachment opened the trunk and found it contained 
one business suit, two old hats, one makeup box, three vests, some music, one cane and 
an empty tobacco jar, also two pairs of overalls. 


The above articles, together with my experience, cost me 
cost of the attachment was paid. Now who takes the chances? The manager or the 
actor? This same party was ordered out of a hotel in Newark, where he was rooming, 
as his booze caused him to ruin everything in the room. Now what chances did he take 
in joining this or any other show? None, except that he would have used his booze money 
to get an engagement. Is a man of that kind a help to any show, and how is a man 
ager to know whether he is getting that or the other kind? They all write good letters 
when they want an engagement, and I state positively that anyone joining the Edwards- 
Wilson Company in the future will pay his own railroad fare and will not be advanced 
one penny until after he has made good. Actors know an eNgagement does not last a 
lifetime. Why don't they save their money so they will have enough to join a new 
show on, instead of expecting a manager to suppert them during their idleness? In a 
recent issue of The Billboard Mr. Wells expressed my sentiments to a T, and if Mr. 
Wells will write to me I will gladly give him a list of names to add to the list he has 
already gathered and will do all in my power to help him wipe out the grafting of actors 
on managers. 


I know as well as everyone else knows that all actors are not alike. 
of them are honest, but how are we to tell the honest from the crooked? I have on my 
show now people who have been with me for the past twenty weeks and have saved 
money, and I have another who has not drawn a full salary in all that time. I have 
use for my money as well as the actor has. It takes money te run a show afd a show 
ean not be run on money advanced to actors, but that same money wonld help pay a 
paper bill or a jump. There is no other business in the world that has a salary day any 
day the employee wants te ask for it. It is no wonder the public, especially in the 
smaller towns, look askance at actors. Some of them do some mighty queer things and 
expect queer considerations, and yet the actor takes the chance. (7?) A few weeks ago 
in answer to my Billboard ad 1 received a letter from a certain gentleman in Minneap- 
olis asking for an engagement. When I wrete him what salary I paid he answered that, 
considering the fact that hotel rates were $2.50 and $2.75 per day, he must decline my 
offer of twenty dollars a week. Now I ask anyone in the theatrical profession what 
kind of an actor in repertoire is it who pays $2.50 and $2.75 a day for hotels?’ Is it any 
wonder that such a man would have to have a ticket advanced to him? I don't blame 
him for turning down $20 a week. Then there is another class of actors who will re- 
main idle for months at a time rather than accept a salary of $20 a week and bold out 
for a larger salary, which they get for a few weeks and then are broke again. The whole 
trouble with the theatrical profession is, actors are not of a business mind, or perhaps 
it's artistic temperament. Whatever it is I hold up both hands and solemnly swear actors 
joining my show, unless IT know them personally, will have to take the chance, and if al! 
other managers would do the same we would not get stung so bad and so often.

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SAYS AVERAGE PRODUCER 
DOESN’T ADVERTISE RIGHT 


Frank J. Seng Points Out Error of Many Film 
Concerns in Failing To Properly Exploit 
Their Pictures—Favors Trade Organs 
Which Reach Varied Field 


New York, May 26.—That the average pro- 
ducer does not know how to advertise his pic- 
tures is the drastic statement made by Frank 
J. Seng, the well-known exhibitor, who has 
invested in Parentage, and will soon show this 
big feature at a private exhibition to the trade. 


His long experience as one of the foremost 
exhibitors in the country has made him familiar 
with the needs of the man who must decide 
what the public wants and on whom the 
producer depends. He knows the value of 
effective advertising, and realizes that the pro- 
ducer, as well as the exhibitor, must attract 
attention, arouse interest, create desire and im- 
pel action in every line of his advertising, from 
the heralds to the big twenty-four-sheets. With 
this in mind he has prepared one of the most 
extensive, complete, and, at the same time, 
unique, campaigns ever put out for the man 
who buys his picture, 

“The average producer doesn’t advertise his 
picture right,’’ says Mr. Seng. ‘‘For example, 
in glancing over one of the trade papers last 
week I was amazed at the great waste of money 
in full-page advertisements by producers, and, 
with but one or two exceptions, not one of 
them informed the exhibitor or the State-right 
buyer about the picture which was being ad- 
vertised. or gave him any idea of the plot 
and the real merits of the production. 

*““As I looked over the pages I saw one big ad- 
vertisement which notified the trade that a 
picture which was being released by one big 
company was full of ‘beauty and charm,’ and 
that it was much better than their last feature. 
Now that means nothing to the prospective 
buyer, for it tells him nothing, and yet that 
firm paid probably two hundred dollars to say 
it. The mere fact that this picture was better 
than the last one does more towards destroy- 
ing the confidence of the exhibitor in that firm 
than anything else, for probably this same 
firm said the very same thing about the other 
feature. 

“Another mistake the producer makes is !n 
spending great sums to tell us what Sam 
Jones thought of the picture away out in some 
unearthly place the majority of us never heard 
of, much less know its location. The average 
exhibitor doesn’t care what sort of a hit a 
picture made in Spokane. He is only interested 


in whether that picture is the kind of a pro- 
duction that he wants to book for his house, 
and if it is the sort of production that will 
please his patrons, Audiences differ, and the 
production that goes big in his theater may 
fail miserably in another territory. 

“What the exhibitor wants to know is the 
story of the play, the cast, and whether the 
photography is good. He is also interested in 
the possibilities the picture has for sound ad- 
vertising and good, dignified publicity, in addi- 
tion to a good title. If a picture has these quali- 
fications it is bound to be a success with his 
audiences. 

“But at the present time we have no way 
of telling whether a production is good or bad

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_ NO CHANGE MADE IN RULE 
FOR HANDLING OF FILMS 


National Fire Protective Association Heeds Pro- 
test of N. A. M. P. I. and Will Make No 
New Regulations at This Time 


New York, May 26.—Motion picture interests 
thriout the country will be gratified in the an- 
nouncement that no new rules are to be adopted 


this year governing the handling of motion 
picture films by the National Fire Protection 
Association, which had the matter under con- 
sideration at its recent convention, held in 


Washington, Db. C., altho a report was pre- 
sented by the association's committee on ex- 
plosives and combustibles, recommending impor- 
tant changes in film regulation. 

As the result of a protest filed by the National 
Association of the Motion Picture Industry it 
was decided to withhold definite action at this 
time and to co-operate with the motion picture 
interests as represented by the National Asso- 
ciation, The picture industry would no doubt 
have been seriously affected had any new regu- 
lations been made, as the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters has, in the past, been dis- 
posed to act favorably upon the recommendations 
of the National Fire Protection Association. 

Albert de Roode, representing the Fire Pre- 
vention Regulations and Insurance Committee 
of the N. A. M. P. 1., prepared the brief for 
the industry’s protest against new rules, it read- 
ing in part as follows: 

“We submit that Sec. C, paragraph 1, goes 
rather beyond the necessities of fire protection 
and would preclude the use of nonfire resistive 
buildings and small quantities of film in isolated 
or dispersed localities. It would also prevent 
what in many quarters is considered safe 
practice—the storage of limited quantities in 
smaller nonfireproof buildings rather than the 
storage of unrestricted quantities in fireproof 
buildings. 

“We think the requirement for studios un- 
reasonable. The requirement may be proper for 
studios in congested districts or located in 
multiple occupancy buildings in large cities. 

: The general custom, and one that is growing, is 
i to have the studios in sparsely settied districts 
: or communities, where there is no exposure 
} hazard. The protection of studios we believe 
should be dealt with separately from the ques- 
tion of motion picture films. In properly con- 
ducted studios the only film around is that used 
for taking the pictures. There should be, of 
course, the requirement that where film other 
chan that used in taking the pictures is stored 
handled or developed in conjunction with the 
studio that work should be carefully separated 
from the studio proper, But what we wish to 
point out is that the protection of motion pic- 
ture studios is not at all a problem of motion 
picture film, except in so far that they may be 
properly on the premises. 

“The requirement of Section C, paragraph 4, 
ts also, we submit, duly restrictive, and com- 
pliance with it would make very difficult the 
prompt and efficient management and operation 
of a studio. 

“With respect to Section E, paragraph 1, we 
invite your attention to the fact that in place 
of the two sprinklers now used in the standard 
vault there would have to be ten to fourteen 
sprinkler heads. In the case of vaults in build- 
ings already equipped with sprinkler systems 
the addition of these sprinkler heads on any 
number of floors in any great number of vaults 
would involve an extra tax upon the existing 
sprinkler resources and equipment. In New 
York City there are a number of fireproof 
sprinklered buildings in which there are numer- 
ous film vaults. Taking one of these buildings 
for example, in which there are about fifteen 
vaults, and add a total of one hundred and fifty 
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sprinkler heads to the existing equipment, and 
it is quite evident that there is a serious added 
drain, 

“With respect to Section 1 we submit that 
so far as the N, F. P, A, is concerned the 
regulation of the storage of negative and ex- 
tremely valuable films should be based solely on 
the actual fire hazard. Negatives or valuable 
films are no more dangerous in case of fire than 
ordinary film. Any different treatment based 
upon values should be a matter of regulation 
by insuring companies and associations rather 
than by the N. F. P. A. It is quite doubtful 
as to whether any law or ordinance which made 
a distinction in the degree of fire protection 
given to ordinary film and valuable films and 
negatives could be upheld.”’ 


STUDIOS AT NILES 
To Be Reopened by Essanay 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 24.—Once more does

“It is to be expected that the motion picture 
industry and those engaged in it must bear a 
just share of the burdens of the war,” ob- 
served Mr. Freuler. ‘‘But we are inclined to 
the view that legislators at Washington have 
net accurately surveyed the possibilities and 
the limitations of the pictures as a source of 
war revenues. 

“It is certainly obvious that the public is 
going to have to pay more for pictures, since 
there is no extravagant margin of profit in the 
industry, even among the most prosperous con- 
cerns today. The motion picture theaters must 
prepare at once to increase prices all along 
the line. The five-cent theater must, and can, 
get ten, the ten-cent house can get fifteen, and 
twenty-five cents is bound to become a much 
more general admission fee for picture enter- 
tainmment than it is now. The problem of how 
to achieve this without a loss of patronage is a 
slightly different one in each theater, but there 
is always a way. 

“This must be done, because the pictures are 
offering more amusement value to the public per 
unit of admission charge than any competing 
form of entertainment. The success of the pic- 
tures makes this self-evident. The public can 
and will stand a raise in prices if it is grace- 
fully applied. 

“It is necessary for the exhibitor to give 
his show the appearance of added value, to make 
his patrons feel they are getting a quarter's 
worth for a time instead of merely a nickel’s 
worth for five cents, and they will pay up cheer- 
fully. 

“The public cannot reasonably expect the price 
of motion picture entertainment to remain con- 
stant in the face of continually rising cost of 
picture production and operation. The motion

New York, May 26.—‘‘The motion picture 
theaters of the United States ought to put into 
effect increased schedules of admission prices 
at once,’ stated John R. Freuler, president of 
the Mutual Film Corporation, on his arrival 
in New York early in the week. “Picture 
amusement prices are too low in comparison 
with the general scale of prices and in view 
of the costs and coming taxation.” 

Mr. Freuler left New York for Washington, 
where he is to meet Samuel! S. Hutchinson, 
president of the American Film Company, and 
James P. Greer, general counsel for the Amer- 
ican. There they expect to take up close-range 
consideration of the problem of the motion pic- 
ture and the war taxes proposed. These of- 
ficials went to Washington prepared to point out 
that the taxation proposed would fail of its 
purpose by strangulation of the business of mak- 


picture is about the only big popular commodity 
that has not recently increased in price or re- 
duced in quality. Yet the cost of picture pro- 
duction, the cost of distribution and the cost of 
theater operation are all continually increasing

Maurice 
Tourneur’s expert hand has a grip on the rud- 
der, and Petrova, taken from her natural habitat 
of drawing rooms and boudoir settings, is cos- 
tumed in a Cleopatra makeup and let loose in 
all the width of the desert. 

The atmosphere is Egyptian in the extreme, 
and Petrova, corseted quite according to type, 
but veiled and garbed as a Princess of the 
ancient realms of the sphinx, is given certainly 
her most distinctive role. The magnificence 
of the settings and the general color of the film 
is worthy of exceptional attention from exhib- 
‘tors, because it is a novelty of a very high 
grade. 

The first half shows a Princess who loves 
ugainst her father’s wishes, and, to save her 
shepherd lover, sends him away with one-half 
her favorite scarab, telling him that when the 
two halves meet, no matter how long the time, 
the spirits of the owners would then unite.

Most 
of the advertising is irrational and misleading, 
and we find sometimes that the poorest produc- 
tion is grossly misrepresented by great glaring 
full pages, which seck to urge 
into booking it.

“I want to say right now that this sort of 
advertising does not fool the vast majority of 
exhibitors today, for they have been too often 
misled in the past. All they want to know 
about a picture is the simple, truthful facts, 
without any elaboration. The mere fact that 
the picture was made by a good director, or has 
a popular star in it, is not going to make that 
picture a success. I know of one company that 
tried to sell its pictures on the strength of 
its big star, and has discovered to its sorrow 
that exhibitors do not hesitate to cancel con- 
tracts, despite the popularity of the star, if the 
productions are not good. 


“The exhibitor today wants good pictures, 
and it doesn’t matter q great deal who is in 
the cast if the picture itself is what he thinks 
his patrons want to see. This, more than 
anything else, is responsible for the open 
market. I know, because I was the first ex- 
hibitor in this country to go into the open 
market for my pictures, 

“I am heartily in favor of advertising in 
trade papers which cater to q varied field of 
amusements and entertainment, as I am con- 
vineed that it is these publications which bring 
the best results. In every branch of the amuse- 
ment world there are exhibitors or prospective 
exhibitors —showmen in every sense of the word 
--who can only be reached thru the medium of 
the paper which serves all branches of the en- 
tertainment field, 


“With Parentage we have tried te word our 
advertising so that it will sell the picture for 
the State-right buyer. Art doesn’t count for 
a great deal when it comes to marketing a 
picture, and, while a neat, artistic advertise- 
ment fs always pleasing to the eye and will 
always impress those with aesthetic tastes, yet 
it will not sell the pictures unless it carries 
something informative to the buyer about the 
quality of the production. Every advertisement 
should bear a message to the reader; something 
that will impel action. We have had enough of 
the advertising which attracts attention, arouses 
interest and creates desire.

DRAMA OF RUSSIAN REVOLUTION 


Recently Chartered Iliodor Picture Corporation Will

Headed by William A. Brady Goes to 
Washington To: Ward Off Possi- 
ble Drastic Legislation 


New York, May 28.—Acting on authoritative 
advices from Washington that the presence of 
leaders of the motion picture industry at the 
National capital was imperative at once in order 
t» ward off possible drastic legislation, the 
convention committee of the National Associa- 
tion of the Motion Picture Industry today voted 
to postpone indefinitely the big motion picture 
.onvention, scheduled to be held in Washington 
next Thursday, end instead a big delezation of 
film executives, headed by William A. Brady, 
president of the National Association, left on 
txe congressional limited for Washington this 
afternoon, 

At this morning’s meeting it was stated that 
the newspaper reports of Sunday that the 
Senate Finance Committee had stricken from 
the war revenue bill the tax of five cents per 
foot on all film produced, and also had elimi- 
nated the proposed admission tax on five and 
tén-cent theaters, was without foundation—that 
no such action had been taken and that it 
would be wise for the film interests to get to 
Washington at once. 

If the five-cent tax on film footage were 
eliminated it would mean a saving for the in- 
dustry of approximately seven millions a year. 
rhe delegation which went to Washington this 
afternoon will remain there until some disposi- 
tion of the revenue tax has been made,

Portland, Me., May 26.—-The Motion Picture 
Exhibitors’ League of Maine was formed in this 
city yesterday, the following officers being 
elected: President, Alfred S, Black, of Rock- 
land; secretary-treasurer, Lysander Richmond, of 
Sanford.

PICTURE HOUSES TO ASSIST 


In Encouragement of Crop Production 


Washington, D. C., May 25.—The Official Bul 
letin, under date of May 22, states that A. P. 
Davis, director and chief engineer of the United 
States Reclamation Service, Department of the 
Interior, has issued the following letter to a‘! 
field offices: 

“On recommendation of the statistician, sub- 
mitted to the department by this ofice, the sec 
retary has authorized the showing of two slides 
in the moving picture theaters on or within the 
locality of the several projects, in order to im 
press upon the people the general shortage of 
foodstuffs, so as to encourage an increase in 
crop production. 

“Copies of these slides will be sent to the 
several projects as soon as practicable, and it is 
suggested that arrangements be made with the 
moving picture theaters,to show them at their 
several performances. If an insufficient number 
of slides are received they may be used by the 
several theatres in rotation, and, if desirable, 
additional sets can be furnished on request. 

“It is assumed that the moving picture thea- 
ters will be glad to show these slides without 
expense to the Government.” 


Nor will the suppression of the filth film. 
The latter will prove very helpful, but will 
not avail by itself. 

The trouble is that all (or so nearly so that 
it amounts to that) films which are not filthy 
are too hedonistic, 

We have never had any great masters in the 
art of scenario writing. Perhaps the art has 
not been in existence long enough to develop 
them. Be that as you will, we began with 
im ‘tators and adapters of the master dramatists 
and’ now we are in the hands of imitators of 
these imitators—the gentlemen who write witn 
facility, with ease amd wth proficiency. 

And because the picture theater was the 
theater of the masses the latter had to be 
written down to, so starting without genres, or 
practically so, we are now rewriting mediccrities 
in words of one syllable for an audience that 
exists only in the fancy of the writers and their 
producers, 

We are striving only to entertain—to enter- 
tain the mob—to entertain a capricious and un- 
real mob of -an impossibly low order of intelli- 
gence, 

In order to entertain we must be very, very 
eareful not to edify, we must be obvious to the 
very outside edge of the limit and remember 
always that art is for artists, in order that we 
may be restrained from casting pearls before 
swine. 

This is all true—true as the eternal verities. 

Those who would save the films must add to 
their slogan ef ‘‘No Filty Films’* the words 
“Aud Far Fewer That Are Hedonistic Only.’

OBSTACLES CONFRONT SHOWS 
PLAYING EASTERN TERRITORY 


Weather and Transportation Conditions Hit Car- 
nivals—Levitt Urges Co-Operation To Over- 
come Embargo—Police Antagonism 
Aroused by Some Shows 


New York, May 28.—Carnival shows playing 
the Eastern territory this season—and that 
means almost one-half of the caravans out thi« 
year—are coming in for some pretty hard knocks, 
due-to a variety of causes, chief among them the 
miserable weather of the past two months, em- 
bargoes placed by at least three railroads 
against the transportation of outdoor shows, 
and because of police antagonism, which has 
been aroused in numerous localities, due to the 
presence of a lot of grifters and strongarm men 
with some of the aggregations. Much of the 
trouble, aside from the weather, is attributed 
to a lack of co-operation by Victor D. Levitt, 
of the Levitt-Taxier Shows, who is Chairman 
of the Board of Directors of the National Asso- 
ciation of the Outdoor Showmen, organized last 
winter, 

Mr. Levitt was questioned at length by The 
Billboard a few days ago and was quite em- 
phatic in his assertion that only by means of 
wholesome co-operation on the part of all of the 
carnival men could the situation be cleared up. 
As it is, he pointed out, each is out to cut the 
other’s throat, with the result that in a literal 


the grifters have worked so openly that the 
police have taken a hand. Under a two-column 
display head on its front page, with the cap- 
tion, “Gambling at Outdoor Shows Is Placed 
Under Police Ban,’ The Newark Ledger of 
recent date dealt with the situation at length, 
calling attention to a deluge of undesirables. who 
are flooding the territory seeking ‘‘easy money.”’ 
The Ledger story says in part: 


“Newark is in danger ef. becoming one of the 
very best ‘ballyhoo’ towns in the country. The 
circus folk and similar other traveling aggrega- 
tions have been centering here this year In a 
manner that threatens to take away all the 
loose change in the city, 


“The tip has gone out far and wide that 
Newark is rolling in wealth as a result of the 
war munition game and the ‘wee boys’ have 
been quick to respond, But Police Chief Long does 
not intend that the visiting aggregations will 
have it all their own way if he can halt it. 
He has issued instructions that gambling on 
show grounds must be stopped. Inspectors Cor- 
bally and Brown have been ordered to see to

While it is true that the weather has been un- 
usualy cold for some weeks thruout the East, 
this, alone, would not have proved such a big 
handicap for the caravans, The railroad em- 
bargo could easily have been overcome, in the 
opinion of Mr. Levitt, if the carnival and other 
outdoor showmen would get together and fight 
the case on its merits, .‘‘I, as an individual, 
could get some action if I went to extreme 
lengths,’’ Mr. Levitt stated, ‘but what would be 
the gain? It would only open things up for the 
other fellow who does not have the inclination 
or the grit to act for himself.’’ 


This lack of co-operation, Levitt points out, 
is going to work harder and harder against the 
tented caravans until the situation becomes well- 
nigh impossible, so far as the Eastern territory 
is concerned. He points out that in the Middle 
and Far West the showmen have come tagether 
loyally, and that co-operation in every sense of 
the word is manifest. The Eastern carnival men, 
however, for some reason or other, have been 
slow to respond, and Levitt thinks it high time 
they should get busy. : 


The gambling evil with some of the shows 
playing this territory this season has become 
quite pronounced; in fact, in Newark, N. J.,

“Action on the part of Chief Long came as 
the result of a series of complaints.

JULIUS KAHN, 


Congressman Who Handled the Con- 
scription Bill in the House of 
Representatives, Was Once 
an Actor 


The recent publicity achieved by Julius Kabn, 
Republican member of Congress from California, 
in connection with his handling in the House 
of the Conscription Bill, recalled to many old- 
time members of the profession that Mr, Kahn 
at one time was an actor, and in that line of 
work had enjoyed more than average success, 

Mr. Kabln’s career as a professional covered a 
period of nine years, during which time he 
played in the companies of the leading artists 
of the stage, including Edwin Booth, Joseph 
Jefferson, Mr. and Mrs. W. J, Florence, Clara 
Morris and Tomaso Salvini. 

Born in Germany, Julius Kahn was brought 
to this country by his mother in 1866, his 
father having preceded his little family by one 
year, settling in San Francisco, where young 
Kahn grew up and attended the public schools. 
In his sehool days Kahn showed considerabl: 
talent in declaiming, and, following the advice 
of friends, took up the study of the stage. At 
eighteen he made his debut, playing in a special 
performance of The Merchant of Venice the 
role of Shylock, 

It was not, however, until he was twenty 
that the embryonic actor fully decided upon a 
stage career. Going East he secured an engage 
ment, and, making a success, his services wert 
soon in demand and he went from one engage- 
ment to another, always at a satisfactory sal- 
ary and with but very little loss between the 
times of employment. 

Kahn, however, finally decided that the play 
was more important than the actor, having 
reached this conclusion following his observa 
tions that even such gifted artists as Edwin 
Booth and Joseph Jefferson were successful only 
in certain plays. Feeling that he might never 
get a play that would suit his talents, in which 
event he would continue to the end of his lif 
without any particular degree of professional 
distinction, he decided to embrace another pro- 
fession, confident that the same effort expended 
in his stage work would carry him further in 
law. 

Consequently, at the age of 29, he abandoned 
the stage as a means of livelihood and return 
ing to San Francisco took up the study of law, 
acting only occasionally in local stock companies. 

Michael H. De Young, proprietor and editor 
of The San Francisco Chronicle, interested him 
self in the young student and in 1892 succeeded 
in having him nominated for the California 
Legislature. ‘In 1894 Kahn was admitted t 
the bar, successfully practicing law until 1898, 
when he was elected to Congress, being at that 
time 38 years of age. 

Mr. Kahn has served as a member of Con- 
gress from the Fourth California District con- 
tinuously, with the exception of one term, be- 
ing defeated in the election of 1902 by a few 
hundred votes. At the following election he 
turned the tables on his opponent, winning by 
over 7,000 votes, 

Mr. Kalin is always the unanimous choice fot 
the Republican nomination in his district, and 
at the last election received five-sixths of al! 
the votes cast, a most remarkable record in 3 
Northern State.

PUBLIC DEFENDER APPOINTED 


For New Hanover County, North Car- 
olina 

Indication that the Public Defender movement, 
which The Billboard has championed steadily 
for some time, is gaining a firmer foothold as 
time advances is again shown in the appoint- 
ment of a Public Defender for New Hanover 
County, North Carolina. The following was 
published in a recent issue of a Wilmington 
(N. C.) newspaper: ‘“‘Within ten minutes after 
City Council had accepted his resignation as 
Councilman from the First Ward W. F. Jones, 
prominent attorney of the local bar, was ad- 
ministered the oath of office of Public Defender 
of the county, and New Hanover was the first 
county in all the South to place an attorney on 
her pay roll to look after the interests of the 
defendant who finds himself before a bar of 
justice and at the mercy of a determined solict- 
tor because he can not muster sufficient funds 
to employ counsel. The oath of office was ad- 
ministered by Maj. W. N. Harriss, clerk of 
the Superior Court.” 

It is significant that this is the first county 
in all the South to appoint a Public Defender, 
but it is to be hoped that other counties will 
follow rapidly.

TRAINING CAMP AMUSEMENTS 


——— 


Being Arranged by Raymond Fosdick 


Washington, May 27.—Raymond B, ‘Fosdick, 
Chairman of the Committee of Training Camp 
Activities, named by Secretary of War Baker 
for the purpose of mapping out a program of 
recreation for the army mobilization camps, has 
established headquarters in Washington, and has 
definitely decided upon an amusement program, 
which he will put inte effeet at the various 
camps. 

Mr. Fosdick that liberal plans have 
been made for the use of motion pictures and 
that vaudeville and other amusements will be 
provided by companies which will be awarded 
contracts, and that a number of dramatic 
panies have promised to organize companies 
which will present plays for the seldiers in va 
rious parts of the country, Plans are now under 
consideration for the erection of special build 
ings or tents at each of the thirty-five division 
army camps to be used in furnishing facilities 
for dramatic and amusement entertainment. 
Metion pictures are now being observed in the 
Officers’ Reserve Camp under the auspices of the 
Young Men's Christian Association.

In discussing amusement plans for the train- 
ing camps which soon will dot the country Mr. 
Fosdick said that the English or Aldershot sys- 
tem will be employed, except that in every 
case where the word cricket appears baseball 
will be substituted. Under the Aldershot sys- 
tem competitions are organized between units se 
practically every man in the training camp will 


find a place in some nine or other. There will 
alse be boxing championships and basketball 
gumes, track and field events and competitive 


competition in the use of the bayonet. In Can 
ada, Mr. Fosdick says, boys’ games, such as 
prisoners’ base, which require no equipment or 
apparatus, have been used with good results 
These informal games ure frequently played by 
British soldiers close to the trenches, There will 
also be a definite campaign of intensive physical 
training. 

Canadian authorities found that something 
more was needed for muscular development than 
military drill. In clhwe battle scrimmages Cana- 
dian soldiers were more nimble than the enemy, 


but frequently found themselves net so strong. 
Mr. Fosdick’s committee will endeavor to have 
some well-known athletic instructor at each 
training camp. Some of the most famous foot 
ball and baseball players in this country will 
probably be utilized in this connection.
